frequently to lie stopped for several 
minutes while the attendants forced a

for 
the 
unfortunate 
actor 
through the throng of his admirers. 
Thus on the occasion of Quin’s ben­ 
efit at Covent Garden, in 1753, the old 
actor, who was incumbered with the 
heavy dress of Falstaff, wa» several 
minutes before he could pass on to the 
stage on account of the crowds that 
were assembled in the wings. Perhaps 
one of the saddest of the many benefits 
which have been celebrated at Drury 
Lane was that given on June 27, 
1S2*. 
fur Grimaldi, the greatest clbwn Up­ 
stage has known, when the heartbroken 
old man was wheeled on to the stage in 
an armchair and hopelessly broke down 
in his endeavor to sing his once famous 
ditty “ Hot Codlins.” 
The old m an’s 
memory had completely forsaken him. 
On that occasion a sum of t’l.TOOwas 
realized, which for many years remain­ 
ed a record.—St. James Gazette.

A h I pointed out some weeks 
ago, the unselfish motiv e that com­ 
pelled us to interfere with Spain was 
in adv ance of any thing we had y et at* 
tempted in ex emplify ing the Golden 
Rule; and it would hav e been strange 
indeed if it had failed to return with 
interest to the great, kindly , national 
heart. 
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Hut we are hereafter to be more 
clo» eiy watched by the great nation» of 
the earth; and no longer with mere 
curiosity and idle surmising» as to the 
durability of our ex periment in self- 
gov ernment. 
The future will hav e in 
it for them a lingering fear as to what 
the y ears to come conceal of impulsiv e 
action on our part, and of real danger 
to the nations 
that 
hav e 
hitherto 
known us only in distant fashion. From 
being a remote and unarmed nation 
whose gov ernmental v agaries could be 
smiled at, and whose boastful v apor­ 
ing» could bo despised, we are trans­ 
formed into an essential instrument in 
the great concert of nations. 


Germany , nor new Ireland, 
nor new 
Russia, nor new France, and none of 
these can ex pect to find counterpart in Fath er 
us. 
Though they ail go to the making 
of us, we are not copies 
of them any ­ 
more than the child reproduces in his 
appearance 
the 
bread, the 
milk, 
the 
potatoes, 
etc., that 
he 
has 
dev oured. 
W e are 
old- 
fashioned enough 
to 
believ e 
that 
we are what we are, by the grace of 
God, a nation with an 
indiv iduality 
peculiar to itself, made so by the e x ­ 
periences it has encountered. 
From 
the homes of our toilers, in field and in 
factory ; from the patient hearts of 
mothers and the strong efforts of our 
men, may go a harmony that will 
be 
our contribution to the concert of the 
Lord of Hosts. 
“ Righteousness 
ex - 
aiteth a nation.” 
Our opportunity is to show that we 
find no occasion for boasting,*no matter 
how great our contribution to the cause 
of human liberty . 
It is ours to » how- a 
national belief in the greatness of 
humility , 
it is ours to liv e out this 
belief so effectually that others whose 
opportunities tor a great unselfish act 
hav e been rarer, may not from our 
mouthing» grow either discouraged or 
disgusted. 
Our opportunity is to show that we 
are not growing material in our stand­ 
ards of v alue. 
It in ours to declare 
that the ex pediency of gain is less to 
be considered than propriety of action: 
that what is morally wrong cannot be 
nationally right: that it is bettor to be 
right than to be powerful; but better 
still to bo powerful and right. 
Fur­ 
thermore it is ours to declare that our 
only fight is for the cleaning out of 
dark places of ignorance in order to 
let in a great light of a new liberty : 
that we shall not seek to ex tend our 
domain by any method that partakes 
of trickery ; that we shall, only so long 
as is necessary for their permanent in­ 
dependence, retain our hold 
upon the 
lands we free; and finally that we ahalj 
not forget our national declaration re­ 
garding the consent of the gov erned 
as the base of gov ernment.
